New Agricultural Sociéties Act. 


Grants in Proportion to Money 
Spent on Agriculture. 


Gambling and Liquor Prohibited 
on Penalty of Forfeiting Grant 
A new departure in some respects is 

taken by the agricultural societies act, 

which was read a first time in the Leg- 
islature last week on motion of Fon. 

Nelson Monteith, Minister of Agricul- 

ture. ‘The method of dividing the grant 

made to societies is entirely changed, 

Hitherto district societies have drawn 

$880 each, while the township societies 

in each district have divided among 
themselves the sum of $420 in propor- 
tion to the number of paid-up members; 

Hereafter the entire grant of $70,000 

will be divided pro rata among aJl the 

agricultural societies of the Province in 
proportion to the amount of money ex- 
pended in the previous year for agricul- 
tural purposes. This is specified in the 
act as being for the holding of spring 
stallion shows, prizes for agricultural 
products, money spent for agricultural 
and horticultural periodicals, for the 
importation of pure-bred stock, for 
ploughing matches, for seed fairs, crop 
competitions, for the destruction of 
noxious weeds and pernicious insects, 
It will not include the running expenses 
of the society, officers’ salaries, or any 
funds used in paying for special attrac- 
tions. Information in regard to this 
expenditure must be set forth by affi- 
davit on or before the first day of March, 

This will enable the grants to be dis- 

tributed earlier than formerly, so that 

societies will secure the money long be- 
fore the shows are held. No society is 
to receive more than $600 except in New 

Ontario, where grants shall be on the 

basis of double those of the organized 

counties. 

Horse-Racing Prohibited 


In regard to horse-racing, the provi- 
sions of the act remain as at present, 
with the addition of a clause which pro- 
vides that in case there is any convic- 
tion under the section, a society proven 
to have permitted horse-racing shall be 
debarred from receiving a grant in the 
following year. The significance of 
this clause is that trials of speed, under 
the regulation of the officers of!the so- 
ciety, are permitted, but horse-racing is 
prohibited, and any person guilty ofa 
violation of the law is liable to a heavy 
fine. Thus officers permitting horse- 
racing and persons participating in 
horse-racing may be fined as before, but 
in the event of a fine being imposed the 
society will hereafter be made to suffer 
by a temporary withdrawal of its grant. 

The old agricultulure and arts act has 
been divided into three separate acts, 
one respecting agricultural societies, one 
respecting horticultural societies, and a 
third respecting Provincial agricultural 
associations. Heretofore agricultural 
societies were organized according to 
districts and townships. The present 
act makes no distinction among soci- 
eties. Hach will now be known ac- 
cording to the place at which it holds 
its annual exhibition. The act will 
make it impossible to organize a new 
society within twenty miles of the 
headquarters of the old society, except 
upon special representations to the Min- 
ister and upon its being established that 
it will not interfere with the old society. 

An important feature of the act is the 
strengthening of the sections dealing 
with gambling and games of chance, 
The provision in the old act which per- 
mitted societies to regulate circuses and 
acrobatic performances stands as for- 
merly, with the additian of the provi- 
sion that *'the officers of any society 
shall prevent all immoral or indecent 
shows and all kinds of gambling and 
all games of chance.” For the informa- 
tion of the officers of societies the act 
specifies a number of these games, 
‘wheels of fortune, dice games, pools, 
coin tables, draw lotteries.” There is 
also a provision against anyone intro- 
ducing a gambling device. 

No Liquor Allowed 


Another new section reads: ‘' It shall 
not be lawful to sell or have for sale on 
any exhibition ground during the time 
of the holding of an exhibition any 
wine, beer or spirituous liquors, and 
any society permitting the same shall 
forfeit all claims to any grant during 
the next ensuing year.” 

A sum not to exceed $5,000 is provided 
for to be divided between the shows at 
Toronto, Ottawa and London, The 
financial returns required must be made 
to the Minister, and the provisions of 
the act relating to gambling, side shows, 
etc., must be strictly observed and en- 
forced. If these societies prohibit gamb- 
lingpractices and indecent or immoral 
shows, and permit no liquor to be sold 
upon their grounds, they will be allowed 
to participate in the division of this 
grant in proportion to the money they 
actually expend for agricultural pur: 
poses, 


The act will not go into force until 
Feb, 1, 1907, so that societies may hold} 
their annual meeting under the old act 
and adjust themselves to the «altered 
circumstances,

AN HOUR’S WALK. 
You Would Hardly Think It Meant 
Traveling 86,25 Miles, 

Have you ever thought of the dis 
tanee you travel when you are out on 
an hour's stroll? Possibly you walk 
three miles within the hour, but that 
does not by any means represent the 
distance you travel, The eurth turns 
on its axis every twenty-four hours. 


Wor the sake of round figures, we will 
enall the 24,000 
miles, and so you must have traveled 
during the hour's stroll} 1,000 miles in 
the axial turn of the earth, 

But this is not all. The eamh makes 


earth’s circumference 


a journey around the sun every year, 
and a Jong but rapid trip it is, The dis- 
tance of our planet from the sun we 
will put at 92,000,000 miles, This is 
the radius of the earth's orbit —half the 


diameter of the circle, as we call it. 
The whole diameter is therefore 184,- 
000,000 miles, and the circumference, 
being the diameter multiplied by 
8.1416, is about 578,000,000. 

This amazing distance the earth tray- 
els in its yearly journey, and dividing 
it by 865 we find the daily speed about 
1,586,000. Then we get the distance 
you rode around the sun during your 
hour’s walk, divide again by twenty- 
four, and the result is about 66,000 
miles. But this is not the end of your 
hour’s trip. The sun, with its entire 
brood of planets, is moving in space at 
the rate of 160,000,000 miles in a year. 
That is at the rate of a little more than 
488,000 miles a day, or 18,250 miles an 
hour. 

So, adding your three miles of leg 
travel to the hour's axial movement of 
the earth, this to the earth’s orbital 
journey and that again to the earth’s 
excursion with the sun, and you find 
you have traveled in the hour 85,253 


miles.

CRUDE HOUSEKEEPING. 


Domestic Methods In England In the 
Fourteenth Century. 

Carpets were unknown luxuries in 
Pngland in the fourteenth century, but 
the fashion of strewing the apartments 
with rushes was being gradually aban- 
doned. Rushes were still used in the 
retainers’ hall, but for the better rooms 
sweet scented herbs and fragrant twigs 
were usually employed. 

Windows were apertures filled with 
glass so as to admit light, but to ex- 
clude wind. The walls also were fre- 
quently hung with cloth or tapestry to 
protect the inmates of the room from 
the many currents of air that pene- 
trated the strong but badly built walls. 
We learn from various ancient docu- 
ments that it was the duty of the sery- 
ing men and pages to sweep out the 
principal apartments, but as the use 
of water is rarely mentioned damp 
and fragrant leayes and twigs must 
have aided not only in collecting the 
dust, but also toward refreshing the 
atmosphere in such constantly closed 
rooms, fresh air being only admitted 
through the doors opening on to the 
battlements or balconies. 

From old inventories at Thurleigh 
and elsewhere we ascertain how scan- 
tily furnished were these ancient man- 
sions, although they seem to have been 
abundantly supplied with flagons and 
drinking cups in gold, silver and finely 
engraved pewter, besides an infinite 
number of black jacks or cups made of 
leather,—London Standard.

Many curious stories of the healing 
of blindness and diseases by gems are 
to be found in ancient works, and it is 
sald that the Hmperor Theodosius was 
cured of blindness by a stone of great 
prilliancy which was laid on his eyes. 
What this stone was history unfortu- 
nately does not say. ‘The diamond, 
ruby, emerald and opal were supposed 
to warn the owner of danger by chang- 
ing color. Pliny says of the diamond 
that it is not only an antidote to pol- 
son, but that it has the power to free 
the mind from yain fears and to give 
bravery. Worn in the ephod of the 
high priest it determined innocence or 
guilt and was used to detect accused 
persons, This gem is dedicated to 
April, and, worn by those born in that 
month, is lucky.

Venom of the Mont Pots 
Doen Not Affect Them. 

An interesting fact about hedgehogs 
that perbaps not many persons know 
fs that the bites of eyen the most pol- 
sonous serpents have no effect on them 
whatever. Mr. Lenz, o naturalist, once 
watched a fight between a hedgehog 
and a viper and gives a most interest- 
ing deseription of it. He says that 
when the hedgehog came near the 
snake she began to smell it, for the 
sight of these animals is so poor that 
they depend almost entirely on the 
sense of smell, and then she seized its 
head with her teeth. 

In a moment the snake had freed it- 
self and, darting at the hedgehog, bit 
it several times, but the little animal 
did not seem to mind the bites at all, 
and when the snake was tired out with 
its efforts she again seized its head, 
which she ground beneath her teeth, 
poisonous fangs and all. Then she de- 
youred almost the whole of its body. 

M. Lenz also tells of a pet hedgehog 
that he kept in his house in a large 
box. Several times he put some ad- 
ders into the box, which the hedgehog 
did not seem to fear at all, but at- 
tacked them fiercely and, as in the case 
of the other, was never in the least af- 
fected by their poisonous bites. 

A man who had a pet hedgehog 
in his possession for a long time says 
that he had often seen it throw itself 
off the top of a wall fourteen feet in 
height. Without pausing a moment it 
would contract itself into a soft, fluffy 
ball and fall to the ground so lightly , 
that almost immediately it would un- 
fold itself and run off.

Measurements of the Days, Months 
and Years. 

A “solar day” is measured by the ro- 
tation of the earth upon its axis and is 
of different lengths, owing to the ellip- 
ticity of the earth’s orbit and other 
causes, but a “mean solar day” is 
twenty-four hours long, as reckoned by 
the timepieces, 

An astronomical day commences at 
noon and is counted from the first to 
the twenty-fourth hour. A “civil day” 
commences at midnight and is count- 
ed from the first to the twelfth hour, 
and then again commences with one 
and finishes with twelve. A “nautical 


day” is reckoned the same as the “civil 
day,” only that the reckoning is begun 


at noon instead of at midnight. 
A “calendar month” varies from 
A 


“mean lunar month” is twenty-nine 


is divided into 365 days, A “solar 
year,” which is the time occupied by 
the sun in passing from one normal 
equinox to the other, consists of 364.- 
24944 days, which is equal to 365 days, 
5 hours, 48 minutes, 49.586 seconds. 

A “Julian year” is 365 days even. A 
“Gregorian year’ {s 865.2425 days. 
The error in the Gregorian mode of 
time reckoning amounts to but one day 


in each 3,571 years. H

“HOOKS” HIS PLUNDER. 


The Way the Sneak Thief In Mexico 
Plies His Trade. 

In Mexico the sneak thief has his 
business down to a science. The fa- 
yored manner of stealing is from the 
houses. Most of the buildings are but 
one story high, and the doors are kept 
closed and locked. The windows are 
as large as the doors and extend to the 
floor. To keep the thieves out of the 
house they are protected with heavy 
iron bars, but the Mexican sneak thief 
has found a way to overcome this dif- 
ficulty. 

Because of the lowness of the win- 
dow he ean look into the room and 
“spot” the articles he wishes. Then he 
waits until the occupant of the room 
| is in some other part of the house. A

The thief, by practice, can cast the 
hook’so that it will catch on almost any 
article in the room, no matter how far 
it may be from the window.

from the floor and bedclothes from 
the bed. Clothing left on chairs or 
hanging on the wall is easily removed. 
The thieves do not even wait until the 
occupants are out of the room in all 
leases. There haye been cases where 
‘men and women who were undressing 
in their rooms haye lost clothing while 
_ their backs were turned to the window.

There is no knowing what a season 
will be, wel or dry. It is always ching 
ing. We know the future only by what 
the past has been. The chances are 
that in the localities where there ha 
been two or three seasons of excessive 
moisture that it will get back to normal, 


ov even the opposite extreme, Except 
on farms where the soil is very reten- 
live and not properly drained, it is al- 
ways safe to save moisture for fear thal 
it will be short next summer, 

When the snow melts and spring rain 
scerns to soak the ground many feel 
deep it is almost impossible to get some 
farmers to see that there ever will be a 
time in July or August, when the crops 
will wither and the ground crac k open. 
The way to check out moisture from the 
bank next summer is to check-il gelling 
out when spring comes. Plow early and 
keep the flelds worked mellow ‘and mois- 
ture cannot evaporate as fast as when 
left unplowed. 

It has been estimated that an’oat crop 
uses 522 tons or 4.76 inches of water to 
[voduce one ton of dry matter, corn uses 
30% tons or 2.6% inches, potatoes uses 
422 tons or 3.73 inches and red clover 
452 tons or 4 inches of water to pro- 
duce one ton of dry matter. That is to 
say that so much water goes into the 
plants to grow tnem or is lost from the 
soil by evaporation or percolation while 
the plants are making that growth. The 
greatest amount a plant needs is during 
the warm weather when, too, the great- 
est evaporation takes place—and that 


usually is the time when rain fall 1s 
ihe least. So it slands to reason that 
relter crops can be grown if the far- 
mer can prevent a wasle of moisture 
al ie lime when it seems superabund- 
ant. 

Late fall plowing has a tendency fo 
save moisture because if loosens the sur- 
face soil so that the snow and spring 
rains can soak down into the earth in- 
stead of running off. Prof. King states 
that he has found that fall plowed land 
held nearly 2.5 per cent more 
{an unplowed land adjacent, the test 
being taken in the spring. Neither 
field had received any cultivation up to 
May 14th. This means that about six 
peunds of water per square foot had 
silently and unnoticeably left the un- 
plowed field. In this case 13.5 tons of 
water per acre were lost. If the fall 
plowed field had been disced early in the 
spring and cultivation continued unlil 
May 14th, the difference would have 
been a great deal more than 13 tons of 
water per acre between the fall plowed 
and the unplowed fields. 

When early spring plowing is com- 
pared with late plowing a similar dif- 
fcrence is seen in the water content of 
{he soil. 

So then, in order to have a supply cf 
moisture in the dry spell of summer it 
must be saved early in the spring. Plow 
az early as you can without spoiling the 
texture of the soil, It will not pay to 
work in the mud for the injury to the 
soil is greater than the benefit. Then 
keep the surface disced or harrowed 
afler each heavy rain and you will 
store away tons of water for future use 
{hat will surely evaporate unless checked 
in this manner,

POULTRY NOTES. 


Eggs for hatching should be fresh — 
fresher the better, 

Now is the time to get the incubator. 
Get the order off to-day. 

Hens should receive plenty of exer- 
cise when laying the eggs you intend to 
set. 

Long feeding period is 
short with too rapid increase in 
amounts. 

Don't be afraid of gelling hens tco 
fal as long as they have plenty of exer- 
cise. If a chick is allowed to stop grow- 
ing it will take a long lime to get it 
started again. 

“Don't put all your eggs in your bas- 
ket’—put most of them in an incubator 
at this time of the year. 

Put fresh straw in the nest boxes 
every week. This helps to keep mites 
from becoming numerous. 

A bob-tailed pullet on a rickety hen 
roost is a sure indication that there is 
ne money in poultry. 

The eggs for hatching should be only 
those from well-developed, full grown 
pullets or from vigorous hens. 

Feed the hens‘ roosters well on a@ va-

Seige 
Rural Mail Delivery 


The report of Messrs. William Smith 
and George Ross, of the Post-Office De- 
partment, who were sent to the United 
States to report upon the free rural de- 
livery system in the country, was pre- 
sented to parliament Monday. They 
are distinctly of opinion that the time 
has not yet arrived when Canada can 
afford to inaugurate this system. It is 
carried on, they say, in the United 
States at an enormous loss. In the 
year 1904 the deficit was $1,681,877. In 
June, 1905, it stood at $17,839,581, and 
if the 45,000 to 60,000 additional routes 
are added that are now spoken of, the 
deficit will run from $21,000,000 to $29,- 
000,000. The cost of the free rural deliv- 
ery in the United States has increased 
from $40,000 in 1897 to an estimated sum 
of $26,822,800 for 1906.

ENGINEERS’ BILL. 


The Stationary Engineers’ Act was 
reported by the special committee. The 
bill provides that every engineer oper- 
ating any steam plant of 50 horse pow- 
cr or over, must pass an examination 
to be approved by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor-in-Council, who fixes the fees, en- 
filling him to a certificate. This, how- 
ever, is not to apply to steam heating 
plants in ‘schools and public buildings, 
where the pressure rarely exceeds ten 
horse power. The association must 
make a return to the Government an- 
nually showing the number of members, 
applicants, those passed and plucked, ia- 
gether with the reasons for the latter. 
Every engineer of two years slanding, 
who can show a certificate of good char- 
acter, is to be admitted to the Associa- 
tion of Engineers. In case of illness of 
the engineer, employers must allow 20 
days before taking on another perman- 
ently, using a substitute in the mean- 
time. This also applies to the case cf 
an engineer leaving his employer. Ap- 
peals from the Board of Engineers are 
to be made-to the Minister of Agricul- 
ture. The penalty for violations of the 
provisions of the act was reduced un

RAILWAY BILL. |

The Stomach Ache. 

For genuine stomach ache—that is, 
pain in the true stomach—you must 
blame the digestion. If the pain often 
occurs one may be sure that a serious 
state of chronic indigestion obtains.

THE SACRED LOTUS. 


There Are Pretty Legends of Song 
and Story About Its Fruit. 
Concerning the rich fruit of the lotus, 
which grew luxuriantly in the Nile, 
many charming legends have been told. 
It was believed that it was so delight- 
ful that those who ate of it would nev- 
er leave the spot where it grew, but 
for it would abandon home and friends 
to spend their lives in a dream of se- 
rene delight. Homer, in the “Odyssey,” 
mentions the lotus eaters who lived on 
the northern coast of Africa and re- 
cords their attempts to detain the fol- 
lowers of Ulysses by giving them the 
fruits of the lotus to eat, so that they 
should neyer wish to leaye the spot 

where it grew. 

The same poetical idea is known to 
the Arabs, who call it the “fruit of des- 
tiny,” which is to be eaten in para- 
dise, and it is on this foundation that 
Tennyson built his charming poem of 
the “Lotus Waters.” This mythical 
lotus has been identified by several 
botanists with that indigenous to Tu- 
nis, which is a thorny shrub, with ber- 
ries of the size of an olive, 

Mungo Park found a species of lotus 
in Central America bearing berries of 
a delicious taste, which, on being dried 
and pounded, made very wholesome 
and pleasant bread. The lotus fruit 
found in Tunis has a stimulating, al- 
most intoxicating effect, and it is 
therefore probable that this plant fur- 
nished the foundation of the ancient 
legends. 

The sacred lotus of the Hgyptians 
was a fine aquatic plant, dedicated to 
Osiris and Isis and regarded in Egyp- 
tian delineations as signifying the cre- 
ation of the world. Distinct from this 
lotus was that known as the blue lotus 
of the Nile, also a sacred plant. Both 
these species of lotus occur frequently 
as religious symbols and decorations in 
the temples.

MARSHAL SOULT. 


English Views of the Famous Lieu- 
tenant of Napoleon, 

“When I had Soult as my opponent 
I could eat, drink and amuse myself 
without fear of being surprised. It 
was not that he failed to be a great 
commander, He was wonderful in his 
way; he knew how to collect 100,000 
men at a fixed point on a fixed date, 
but when he had collected them he 
never knew the least in the world 
what to do with them.” 

So said Wellington, and on this oc- 
ecasion he actually ate Soult’s dinner, 
which was in course of preparation for 
him, But, though the capture of the 
French marshal seemed inevitable, he 
was already “beyond the toils, having 
by a supreme effort extricated himself 
from perils as fearful as ever beset a 
general.” 

It was a masterly retreat, and 
throughout it he was not only watch- 
ing for the best advantages to be 
gained, but testing the spirit of his 
men. His hand was almost on their 
pulses, his eye was ever watchful, and 
suddenly, by a stroke almost theatrical 
in its effect, he “drew up the troops, 
20,000 in number, on the position he 
had occupied two months before at 
the battle of Braga,”’-thus rousing the 
spirits of his soldiers, 

He continued the retreat, facing ey- 
ery difficulty of country and weather, 
but never deterred, and finally crossed 
the Cavado “in full time, for the Eng- 
lish guns were thundering on the 
rear,” < 

He had lost about 5,000 men; he had 
entered Portugal with fifty-eight pieces 
of artillery; he returned without a 
gun, — Colonel J. Hanbury Williams, 
©. V. O., O. M. G., in Blackwood’s Mag- 
azine.

Earthquake at San Francisco, 


Hundreds of People Killed, and a 
Large Portion of the City 
in Ruins. 


A severe earthquake took place at 
San Francisco on Wednesday morning, 
about 5.10 o'clock, and lasting three 
minutes, and destroying or damaging 
thousands of buildings, and burying 
hundreds of people in the ruins. After 
the earthquake fire broke out in several 
places, and the water mains having 
been broken the fire department could 
do little to check the flames, which at 
latest accounts threaten to complete the 
work of destruction, Full reports are 
not to hand this morning. 

The earthquake was felt all over the 
continent, though there are no reports 
of damage done elsewhere. 


MEETING OF LICENSE BOARD 


A New Hotel for Coe Hill. Old 
Licenses all Renewed, but a 
Number have to make Nec- 
essary Repairs. 


The License Beard of North Hastings 
held their annual meeting at Marmora 
on Tuesday. All members were pres- 
ent. 

There were two items of considerable 
interest, viz., the application for a new 
license at Coe Hill and for a third hotel 
at Marmora. Mr. Geo. Hamilton after 
a hard fight over local option in Wollas- 
ton succeeded in getting a large petition 
asking that he be granted a license, 
which the board granted. 

Mr. P. J. Anderson, who runs a shop 


in Marmora, asked for a transfer to a 


hotel to be built on Wm. Flynn’s prop- 
erty, known as the old Pringle Hotel 
site. Mr. Anderson had a largely 
signed petition but there was consider- 
able feeling against the move, as the 
two hotels had spent large sums in im- 
proving their properties in 1905 with 
the understanding that there would be 
but two hotels. As the population by 
the last revised assessment roll was 
only 585 the board hadn’t power to 
grant a third license and the matter 
dropped, 

Messrs. Dan Smith and Jas. Moore of 
Maynooth and John Quinn of Marmora 
were given permits for three months 
until repairs are completed.

Belleville Rolling Mills. 


It is stated that the Belleville Rolling 
Mills have been sold and will be oper- 
ated to their full capacity by the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie Railway Company. The 
Ontario says: 

The announcement that the rolling 
mills have been sold and the cash paid 
down for them by the representative of 
parties who will operate them to their 
full capacity—presumably the Grand 
Tronk Pacific Railway Company—has 
been received with great satisfaction by 
the people of Belleville, who have a 
material interest in this hitherto un- 
lucky industry. 

The enormous amount of railway 
building in Canada which has already 
been commenced this season, and which 
will be continued in succeeding years, 
yenders it almost certain that the mills 
will be devoted to the manufacture of 
bolts, nuts, fish plates, spikes and other 
articles used in the building of rail- 
ways and the iron necessary for their 
production for which the demand will 
be so great that it will take many such 
plants as that located here to supply. 

The force of men for this work will 
necessarily be much greater than would 
be required were the mills confined to 
the rolling of bar iron, which fact will, 
of course, enure to the benefit of the 
city. Including those engaged in the 
handling of the product and the trans- 
portation of supplies, the addition to 
the industrial population of Belleville 
will fall little sbort of 500, as the mills 
will probably be run night and day.

On July 15, 1885, the territory about 
the cataract on the New York side was 
thrown open free to the public by the 
creation of the State reservation, while 
on the Canadian side a similar step was 
taken on May 24, 1888.

Each suicide appears to have a differ- 
ent idea as to how best to jaunt into 
eternity. In the long list of Niagara 
suicides there have been many remark- 
able incidents.

There have been suicides at night as 
well as by day. C. V. Sweet, of Jersey 
City, on Aug. 31, 1885, strolled down 
from his hotel to enjoy Niagara by 
moonlight. At Prospect Point he found 
a man’s coat, and papers in the pocket 
indicated that it belonged to Chauncey 
Hough of Batavia, N.Y. A week later 
Mr, Hough’s body was taken from the 
whirlpool. - 

It is said at Niagara that when a sui- 
cide occurs there will be at least three 
before the epidemic stops. It is remark- 
able how one suicide influences 
another. 

On January 3, 1887, Frank Ernest 
Cutting of Buffalo leaped from the old 
railway suspension bridge, and on Feb. 
15 of the same year John Stever fol- 
lowed the young man to death in the 
rapids, having also leaped from .the 
bridge. On the afternoon of Sunday, 
June 19, 1887, F. Trigg of Washington 
leaped from the bridge connecting «the 
second and third Sister islands.

He was Charles 
Campion of Buffalo, 24 years old, who 
had no trouble, so far as his friends 
knew. 

“The suicidal season has again com- 
menced, as it nearly always does as 
soon as the summer season com- 
mences,” said a Niagara paper on May. 
8, 1889. The remark was made because 
a Buffalo man leaped from Goat Island 
Bridge into the rapids. On June 1% 
1889, a woman hurried straight from 
the railroad station and plunged over 
the Falls. 

“Over a week has passed without u 
single suicide,” wrote a reporter on 
Sept. 25, 1889. “The omission must be 
a mistake on somebody’s part.” 

“1 cannot live like this any longer,” 
wrote Louisa Petschke of Buffalo, before 
she threw herself into the river from 
the Third Sister Island on Oct. 11, 1889, 
her sixth wedding anniversary.

The dairy cow will not rise to a max- 
imum of reasonable production unless 
She'is fed a sufficient proportion of con- 
centrated food to bring about such a 
resull. Bulky food can be much more 
easily grown on the average farm than 
concentrated. Because of this, concen- 
trated food is more frequently purchased 
than bulky food, and is, therefore, 
more expensive rélatively. | Moreover, 
it is my judgment that many dairymen 
feed concentrated foods in excess of the 
of the cows which still further 
adds to the cost of feeding. The discus- 
sion of this question, therefore, is or 
ought to be of much importance to the 
dairyman.

TREATMENT OF OATS FOR SMUT. 


Years of experience have shown the 
advisability of treating seed oats to re- 
meve the contamination of smut, un- 
less posilively known that the seed is 


exceptionally clean and free from 


spores. Loss may be simply and cheap- 


ly prevented by use of hot water or 
chemicals. a 
Probably the best method, and one 


now extensively used, is to treat the seed 
grain with a weak solution of formalin. 


Secure at the drug store a half pound o 
formalin, add to it 30 gallons of water. 
Spread the seed grain on the barn | 
and-sprinkle the solution over it, 
ing it thoroughly damp, .

World Would Disclose, 


it to look so small, Uranus has four 
moons, which revolve backward in 
thels orbits—that is to say, they re- 
yolve from east to west around Uran- 


us, while Uranus goes, like all the oth- 
er planets, from west to east around 
the sun. It fs believed that Uranus 
rotates backward on its axis also, 
Moreover, the axis of that great, 
strange globe lies in such a direction 


that in the course of its year, which 
is equal to elghty-four of our years, 
the sun shines almost perpendicularly 
first upon one pole and then upon the 
other. Measured by our time stand- 
ard, there are forty years of constant 
daylight, followed by forty years of 
unbroken night, around the poles of 
Uranus. And the sun rises in the 
west and sets in the east there. But 
the sun looks very small when viewed 
from Uranus—only one four-hundredth 
as large as it appears to us. Still it 
sheds upon that planet 1,500 times as 
much light as the full moon sends to 
the earth, so that daylight upon Uran- 
us, while faint compared with the 
blaze of a terrestrial noonday, is nev- 
ertheless a very respectable kind of 
illumination.

How to Measure the Distance From 


Which It In Reflected, 


There |s scarcely anything In nature 


to tell every time: 
Holding a wateh tn your hand, shout 
“Frat” 


back to you. Now, sound travels at 
the rate of 1,125 feet a second, so the 
number of seconds that elapse multi- 
plied by 1,125 will give the distance fo 


feet traveled by the voice in going to 
the object and back to you again, and 
one-half of that number will be the 
number of feet away that object is. 
Of course the object may be only a 
few hundred feet away, In which case 
the sound will come back in less than 
a second, but you may determine the 
distance, nevertheless, by ealling a 
single syllable—“Ha!""—and calling it 


again as you hear the echo, net before 
or after it, but just with it. 

With a little practice you can do this. 
Repeat, the call ten or twelve times, 
counting the seconds between the first 
call and the last echo, Suppose, for 
example, that the time is seven sec- 
onds and that you called the syllable 
ten times. Then each echo took seyen- 
tenths of a second, and the distance, 
found in the same way as before, is 
about 894 feet.—Hxchange. 


WATCHING THE BUILDERS. 


Fire Insurance Folks Keep an Eye 
on Construction Methods. 

A builder speaking of the watchful- 
ness of fire insurance companies in 
New York city in the erection of build- 
ings in that city says: 

“Insurance companies in placing poll- 
cies upon so called fireproof buildings 
do not accept the word of the builders 
and contractors, nor rest content with 
the evidence submitted by the city 
building department. Their own ex- 
perts make an examination. Such an 
examination is made not at the behest 
of politicians or in the interest of a 
group of men, but by technical experts 
whose reports must be exact, detailed 
and exhaustive in the interests of 
shrewd business men. The insurance 
underwriters have their own corps of 
expert engineers and fireproof agents 
in the field all of the time. When a 
large building is in course of con- 
struction in New York these experts of 
the underwriters watch every stage of 
the development. They have no power 
to stop work on the building as city 
building inspectors have when the 
pbuilding laws are not complied with, 
but they possess another sort of check 
which {s fully as effectual. The build- 
ers, contractors or owners, or all three, 
are notified that further insurance poli- 
cles will not be made on the building 
until certain remedies are made.”

Some of the Queerest Recorded In 
the History of the World. 

The late well known archaeologist, 
Albert Way, crossing Pall Mall, can- 
noned against an old gentleman. After 
mutual apologies cards were exchang- | 
ed. On each card was printed, “Mr. 
Albert Way.’ The older gentleman, 
dying, left his fortune to the other Al- 
bert Way. 

The planet Neptune, which had for 
countless ages revolved in the heavens 
unseen by any one on earth, was dis- 
covered simultaneously and independ- 
ently in 1846 by Professor Adams and 
M. Leyerrier, the two most brilliant 
astronomers of the day.

COUNTY HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


Special Meeting of County Council 


Contract Let to Mr. Walter Alford 
of Belleville, 


County 
Tues- 


A special meeting of the 
Council was held at Belleville on 
day, tho 17th inst, 

The Clerk stated that the object of the 
meeting was for the purpose of intro- 
ducing and passing a by-law in refer- 
ence to a road in Thurlow, and also for 
general business. 

A by-law was introduced for the pur- 
pose of diverting the county road in the 
8rd and 4th concessions of Thurlow, 
The by-law provides that the present 
road be diverted farther west of the 
Corby Distillery property and near the 
Grand Trunk tracks. The new road .is 
to be put down by the county, the 
Corby Company to pay all the expenses 
of the building. 

The by-law was put through its sev- 
eral readings and passed, 

Messrs. Ware and Bowlby, of weed, 
were heard in reference to damage sus- 
tained to a road in the vicinity of Tweed 
caused from an overflowing dam. 

After hearing the explanations of 
these gentlemen on the matter it was 


| decided to leave it in the hands of the 


committee appointed at the last session 
to look into the matter. 

The council went into committee of 
the whole when several accounts were 
passed, 

Mr. Sierichs offered to supply the 
bread for the gaol for another year at 
the same price as formerly which is 
11 cents for a four pound loaf. The 
offer was accepted, 
~The matter of raising funds for the 
erection of the House of Refuge was 
taken up. 

Mr. MeFarlane moved that the clerk 
be authorized to draft a by-law adver- 
tising the issue and sale of debentures 
to the amount of $27,000, F 

The report was received and adopted. 

The council then adjourned, 

HOUSE OF REFUGE. 

The committee on the House of Ref- 
uge then convened for the purpose of 
opening the tenders for the new ybuild- 
ing. There were in all thirty tenders 
but only eight of these were for the 
complete construction of the building. 
The balance were for the electric light- 
ing, painting and glazing, mason and 
foundation work, heating and plumb- 
ing, plastering, etc. The majority of 
the tenders were from Belleville, To- 
ronto and Kingston. Asit was nearly 
six o'clock when the tenders were 
opened an adjournment was made un- 
til Wednesday morning. 

The committee resumed Wednesday 
morning at nine o’clock, and after care- 
fully going over the different tenders it 
was decided to accept that of Mr, 
Walter Alford, the well-known Belle- 
ville contractor, at $31,000, The high- 
est tender was $38,010 and the lowest 
$28,000, but Mr. Alford, being a local 
man and the lowest being an outsider, 
had much to do with their decision. 

The building is to be a handsome 
structure built of brick with stone cor- 
ners, It will be of 120 feet frontage 
and 110 feet deep. There will be a base- 
ment with two stories and an attic with 
a capacity of over 100 inmates. The 
plan of the building, made by W. C. 
Miller, of Toronto, who has built many 
buildings of the same kind, is thorough 
ly up-to-date and will meet all the re- 
quirements of the county. Mr. Alford 
has until August, 1907, in which to 
complete the building. }

Everybody's Magazine contains an 
interesting item on Public Ownership 
in Britain. Mr. C, E. Russell, who in- 
vestigated the matter says: ‘‘I have 
yet to find or to hear of more than one 
community that, having tried any 
phase of it, would be willing to return 
its utilities to private hands. Hardly 
shall anyone study the subject on the 
ground and escape the conclusion that 
in Europe public ownership is regarded 
as something beyond experiment and 
has become a demonstrated success. 

The net profits to thirty municipali- 
ties in Great Britain from public own- 
ership and operation of electric light 
plants amount to $1,850,000. ‘The profit 
to the city of Glasgow alone is $210,000.

The color of the hair, says the Grand 
Magazine, is usually transmitted from 
parents to child. his is especially true 
when both parents haye the same com- 
plexion, Instances, however, are not 
uncommon where children have hair 
black as ebony, while the hair of both 
parents is a burning red. Instead of 
disproving the theory that a child takes 
after its parents, so far as the color of 
the hair is concerned, this fact, it has 
now been ascertained, is all in favor of 
the doctrine. Red hair, in fact, is by 
its structure and composition much 
nearer to black hair than to blond. 

Very often if the hair of a very dark 
complexioned person be examined at- 
tentively a few quite red hairs will be 
detected in the mass. On the other 
hand, it would be time wasted to seek 
for black hairs in the locks of a fair 
person, Similarly it is not infrequent 
to notice children whose hair, red at 
birth, becomes as they grow older quite 
dark. When, too, after some serious 
{llness, the production of the coloring 
pigment of the hair falls off, black hair 
becomes not blond, but red. Fair hair, 
which to a casual eye appears to have 
much more affinity to red hair than to 
black, is, on the contrary, quite dis- 
tinct.

San Francisco is the foremost city of 
the Pacific coast, with a population 
close upon 400,000 souls. It was first 
setlled by civilized people’ in 1776. 
Those settlers were Spanish Franciscan 
monks, who erected a misison building 
as a preliminary to their work of con- 
verting the native Californians to ‘he 
Catholic faith. Those missionaries were 
Friars Parlon and Cambon. It was 
then Spanish territory. After the inde- 
pendence of Mexico, nbout 1820, it be- 
came Mexican territory. In 1848, after 
the war with the United States, it be- 
came United Stales territory. Early in 
1848 gold was discovered at Coloma, on 
the American River, and the city of 
Francisco became known throughout 
the civilized world. In less than a year 
its harbor was filled with sailing ves- 
sels from every quarter of the globe, 
and people of every clime soon swarm- 
+2 in its streets. ‘The houses at first 
were of the flimsiest descrintion, and 
fa)" inferior to those now forming the 
town of Gobalt, in our own territory. 
Thousands of lawless characters from 
Australia and the American east soon 
found a refuge there, and

were of daily and nightly occurrence. 
Within two years six great fires swept 
the city. * 

In 1851 so numerous and daring 
were the outrages committed that the 
luw-abiding people were compelled. to 
organize for the safely of life and pro- 
certy, and formed the first Vigilance 
Committee, and for a short time order 
was restored. In 1855 the outrages and 
crimes became so \numerous that the 
citizens took the law in their own hands 
and organized the second Vigilance 
Committee, and appointed their own 
judges, and established their own jails, 
and appointed their own jurors, and 
hanged their own criminals. When or- 
der was again fully restored the Vigi- 
Jance Committee yielded up their self- 
constituted authority to the municipal 
and State powers provided by the con- 
stitution of the State. San Francisco 
wes never a very orderly city, but ‘or 
a quarter of a century it has had com- 
parative quiet, and has prospered amaz- 
ingly. 

It is perhaps the most cosmopolitan 
cily in the world, every known nation- 
ulity being represented there. People 
come from the far east and far west, 
{he north and the south, to make it their 
home. There are to be found many 
Canadians, and they enjoy the condi- 
tions there imposed upon them, no 
matter how different they are from what 
they left behind them at home, in 
Chinatown alone, there are said to le 
40,000 Chinese; notwithstanding — the 
laws restricting their coming. Natives 
of Portugal, but mainly from the Azore 
Islands, are very’ numerous there. Also 
Mexicans from Sonora and the Pacific 
States are quite numerous. The British 
Isles are well represented, but the Ir- 
ish wield the largest share of 


THE POLITICAL POWER. 


It is well known that the Pacifle coast 
is subject to earthquakes, San Fran- 
cisco has experienced them before. The 
most serious previous te the present 
was in 1867, when some damage was 
done to pronerly, but very few lives 
were lost. There were then, howeyer, 
nc. tall buildings, and but few of brick 
cy stone. Wooden structures were sup- 
nosed to stand earthquake shocks the 
test. By degrees, however, the fear of 
earthquakes began to diminish and 
business demanded hetter and higher 
buildings of brick and stone. with fhe 
walls braced by iron bands, The Nevada 
Bank building of Flood & O'Brien was 
cne of the first structures of the new 
crder of architecture, which was five 
stories high; then the Palace Hotel, 
which is still higher.

Penguins mostly spend their lives on 
the water, but when, during the breed- 
ing season, they are obliged to seek 
the shore they establish cities, many 
acres often being laid out In squares, 
composed of what might be called 
streets, running at right angles.

swim. The lady penguins grow so fat 
and sleek under the good care of their 
faithful mates that they are eagerly 
hunted at the breeding season, 

The old birds are tough and fishy, 
but the tender young matrons are in 
great demand, both for their oil and 
flesh, Byen the eggs have an olly and 
fishy flavor and taste as hens’ eggs 
might if cooked in paraffin. The pen- 
guin has wings, like other birds, but 
tliey are altogether too short to fly 
with, though they assist bim some- 
what in waddliug over the ground,
